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A List of Lincoln’s Usurpations. 

As the Republican papers are quite gener- 
ally working to impress Congress with the 
idea that they must go immediately into bus- 
iness of whitewashing Mr. Lincoln, and pass 
tome act to render his usurpations and viola- 
tions of law, it may be well to have a simple 
list of his transgression : 

1st. The government of the X’nited States 
has bound itselfby solemn treaty with five or 
six of the leading nations of the earth not to 
blockade any of its ports without givingthem 
ninety days notice of the intended blockade. 
But Lincoln has undertaken tile blockade 
without giving these nations any notice what- 
ever. 

2d. Ho has called out the militia beyond 
the time prescribed by law. 

3d. The Constitution gives Congress alone 
the power to declare war and raise armies. 
But Lincoln has, himself, declared war and 
raised an army, besides the militia hehascall- 
ed into the field. 

4th. Congress alone has power to increase 
and maintain a navy. But Mr. Lincoln 1ms 
done this himself, calling 18,000 seamen into 
his service. 

6th. Congress alone has power to suspend the 
writ of habeas corpus. But Lincoln has sus- 
pended it in violation of all law, and he him- 
self should be suspended from office. 

6th. The Constitution has placed the mili- 
tary as an instrument of, and subordinate to 
the civil power. But Lincoln has made the 
military subversive of the civil powor. 

7th. The Constitution secures the people 
and their property from unnecessary and un- 
lawful search and seizure. Lincoln has seized 
private papers and letters. 

8th. 11c has unlawfully levied war against 
the government of the United States, and has 
seized the property of States at peace with 
the Union, and has ordered soldiers in his in- 
terest to commit acts of blood in violation of 
rights guaranteed to the States by the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 

9th. The Constitution of the United States 
guarantees to the States right to take posses- 
sion of arms for the protection of their proper- 
ty and lives. But Lincoln has deprived sove- 
reign States of this right, and forced them to 
submit to the superior number of Federal 
troops. 

This is the catalogue of crimes which Mr. 
Lincoln has committed, and which Congress 
is asked the pardon — not only to pardon hut 
to approve. Happily is it not in the power of 
Congress to make these acts legal, any more 
than it is in the power of Congress to pass a 
law legaling an act of murder after the crime 
has been committed. Legislation does not 
look backwards. Congress, itself, is bound 
by the Constitution, beyond which it cannot 
go. without striking down the very existence 
of the Republic. YVe shall see what mem- 
bers of Congress will dare to attempt this. A 
hundred invincible Democratic papers, scat- 
tered all over the country, from Maine to 
Iowa, will keep their names before the people 
as the despised whitewashes of Black Re- 
publican usurpation and treason. Some of 
the Republican papers shrewdly hint that 
they have made sure of all the Democratic 
support they need, and there are mysterious 
whispers that Democratic members of Con- 
gress have been bought up by largq interests 
in big contracts. This is no doubt a scandal; 
but a little timo will disclose tbe whole truth, 
and show the people whether there has been 
ground for the charges. — jY. F. Day Hook. 

Proposed Ex Post Facto Law. 

Serator Wilson, of Massachusetts, has in- 
troduced a bill to ratify and confirm certain 
acts of the President. It provides that all 
acts and proceedings of the President in call- 
ing into the service of the United States the 
militia of tho several States, and all nets and 
proceedings incident thereto, and all acts and 
proceedings relating to the operations of the 
military and naval forces of the United States, 
shall he approved and confirmed, and the 
same made legal and valid in all respects, as 
if done under the express authority of Con- 
gress previously conferred. 

The introduction of this “by authority" 
bill, and the admissions imide in the Presi- 
dent's Message, that he has “ventured upon 
measures, whether strictly legal or not," under 
the plea of “public necessity," concede that 
the President has violated the Constitution 
and the laws of the United States. 

This measure now proposes to make Con- 
gress participants in his illegal conduct, in- 
stead of the arbiters and judges of it. It pro- 
poses to approve of acts which it is constitu- 
tionally the duty of Congress to investigate 
and punish ! 

Moreover, it is an rr post facto law, such as 
it is expressly forbidden to Congress to pass, 
and which, if passed by a hundred Congress- 
es, would be none the less a nullity and dead 
in law. It is a law assuming to declare law- 
ful that which, when done, was unlawful 
Can it be pretended that Congress is empow- 
ered to do that? Can it be believed that such 
a bill as Senator Wilson's will form the slight- 
est barrier against that rigid legal scrutiny of 
the President's unconstitutional acts which 
some day bo instituted ? This is a bill par- 
doning in advance of the trial or judgment 
certain high crimes and misdemeanors. This 
it is not in the power of Congress to do. 
Tho President possesses tho pardoning pow- 
er, except where he himself is the culprit; 
hut Codgress is deprived of it altogether, and 
it is the grossest folly and usurpation to at- 
tempt to exercise it as proposed in Senator 
Wilson's bill. — -V. V. .Yctes, 8th. 

Something that Needs Explanation. 

Soon after the adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture a company of Home Guards was formed 
under tho law passed at the last session, offi- 
cers elected, and applications regularly made 
to the Military Board, by the captain, for 
arms. It was understood "then that the com- 
pany was the first to apply under the law, and, 
of course, would receive their quota of guns. 
Previous to the organization of this company, 
however, a company had been formed to re- 
ceive their proportion of the guns imported 
from Washington by Garrett Davis, of Bour- 
bon. These arms, generally designated as the 
“Lincoln guns,’’ were received to the number 
of 148, and taxon possession of by this com- 
pany. One would suppose that" 148 stand 
would be sufficient to arm loss thnn 90 mon, 
hut it seems that such was not the case, and 
the company on Monday last organized under 
the State law, and the Captain having previ- 
ously received a blank form of application 
from Frankfort, on Tuesday, started down to 
receive 100 guns in addition" to the 148 already 
in their possession — and this number (248") 
guns is to arm a company of less than 90 
men ! 

But the gist of the matter is this: But one 
company of Home Guords in Madison can 
draw arms; the company first referred to or- 
ganized over a month since, and drew for 
arms, regularly as provided by law, yet they 
have to go without, while this other company, 
although having 148 guns nlrcady, and or- 
ganized under the law only on Monday last, 
draw arms from the State immediately. The 
thing needs explanation. From the present 
aspect of the matter, something appenrs to he 
“rotten in Denmark.”

Or, thirty cents per dollar on the real prop- 
erty alone, $22,89FJ)00. 

One of the three bases will he probably 
adopted, whereby a revenue exceeding twen- 
ty millions may be realized. 

There is no reason, however, why the South 
should be exempt. The Southern States must 
contribute, first or last, their due proportion 
of the direct tax. , 

The public debt on the first of July, 1861, 
wak $90,867,828, or less than three dollars 
per capita of the whole population of the 
United States. — iY.

An Italian Statesman on Constitutional Lib- 
erty-Contrast with Lincolnism. 

Kicnsoli, who succeeded Cavour as Prime 
Minister of Victor Emanuel, King of Italy, 
made the following admirable remarks on the 
duty of government and the people, and on 
the real nature of that liberty which, in the 
United States, the Usurper occupying the 
Presidential chair, has trampled under foot: 

“I would say, finally, that it is to our constitu- 
tion and in its crowning statutes that thegoven- 
ment will always look for the soundest safe- 
guard of public order; and it will find, I am 
sure, the most solid foundation of its own au- 
thority in devotion to the constitution and in 
respect for the laws. For indeed it is by the 
laws, defining as they do the respective limits 
of governmental authority and of popular 
liberties, that wo are assured of both; and 
hence we know that the rightful exercise of 
the former and the full development of the 
latter are equally useful and necessary for the 
happiness of the State. The government will 
therefore maintain order, not ns the negation 
of liberty, but as the guaranty of liberty, as 
the condition and reconcilement of all sorts of 
liberties ; and this it will do with a firm and 
vigorous hand.” 

It is as melancholy as extraordinary, that the 
lessons of libertytaught to the despotisms of 
Europe by the fathers of our admirable Repub- 
lican institutions, should now come back from 
European disciples to the American teachers. 
The fact is a terrible rebuke to our rulers, and 
a humiliating reproach to our people ; but 
the rebuke and the reproach are alike meri- 
ted. This government, as contemplated by 
its framers, is a government of law, not a 
'government of mon or of force. It is found- 
ed, indeed, on thopublic will, but it isoperated 
according to laws consistent with the Consti- 
tution ordained in obedience to the popular 
will. The law, therefore, i9 the legitimate 
expression of the public will ; and the people 
have bound themselves, in the Constitution, 
to express their will only through the forms 
of law. The administrators of our govern- 
ment, therefore, are, in a peculiar sense, bound 
to administer according to law, and in no 
other way. Whoever exercises official pow- 
er" which is either not delegated by the law, 
or which is forbidden by the law, is guilty 
of flagrant usurpation, and guilty of treach- 
ery to the Constitution and the people. 

Abe Lincoln was constitutionally elected 
President of the United States, though not by 
a majority of the people. But he was never- 
theless constitutionally entitled to execute the 
functions of President of tho United States. 
He took the oath of office prescribed by law. 
But no sooner was ho seated on his throne of 
power, than ho deliberately went to work to 
overthrow the lawful government and estab- 
lish a reign of usurpation, lie has exercised 
enormous powers, not only not delegated, but 
forbidden to tho Executive. Ho has usurped 
the powers which tho Constitution vested in 
Congress alone; and he has set at nought the 
authority of the judieiary department. He 
has, by his own will, executed by military 
subordinates in the mere discretion of tho lat- 
ter, suspended tho privilege of that sacred 
writ of right, the grandest bulwark of human 
liberty, the writ of habeas corpus. He has 
substituted military for civil rule, invert- 
ing thereby the order of supremacy. He has 
suppressed the right of speech and the light 
of petition; and ho has called out vast land 
and naval forces, without authority of Con- 
gress, to enforce these stupendous usurpations, 
and arrogantly demands of Congress itself to 
indemnify him for his invasion of its rights! 
And all this lawless tyranny is operated for the 
demonstrable purposeof achieving the compul- 
sory abolition of slavery, as we proved in our 
Inst, even though it he attended with the ut- 
ter destruction of the government.

President’s Message— Artificial IWeights 
From all Shoulders. 

We find the following paragraph in the late 
message of President Lincoln, and to it we 
direct special attention : 

“This is essentially a people’s contest on the 
side of tho Union. It is astrugglc for maintain- 
ing in the world that form andsubstanceofGov- 
ernment whose leading object is to elevate the 
condition of men, to lift artificial weights 
from all shoulders, to clear the paths of laud- 
able pursuit, and to afford all an unfettered 
start und a fair chance in the race of life, 
yielding to partial and temporary departures 
from necessity. This is the leading object of 
the Government, for whose existence we con- 
tend. 1 am most happy to believe that the 
plain people understand und appreciate 
this.” 

Now docs the President mean bv the ex- 
tliat the object of this war is to 
ARTIFICIAL WRIGHTS FROM ALL 
shoulders, ” that the negroes are to be eman- 
cipated and set free in tho slave States? 
When wo consider the chnracterof his polities 
und of the men by whom he is surrounded, it 
certainly bears that construction. The people 
would like to know, at least the Democratic- 
Union men, if that is the object for which 
they are called upon toViake such vast sneri 
ficcs. Are we to spend hundreds of millions 
of dollars and lose hundreds of thousands of 
valuable lives to let loose the four millions of 
negroes in the South, to turn that section of 
the country into worse than a desert, or to 
spread over the fair fields of the North 
and West this dark barbarian cloud? Are 
the twenty millions of white people in the 
North to be loaded with immense debts, to be 
impoverished, for this ignoble and suicidal 
end? Are our white mechanics and laborers 
to be thrown out of employment, our mer- 
chants made bankrupt, and the most terrible 
evils inflicted upon society, for the purpose of 
lightening the weight from the. shoulders of 
the negro of the South? Is this war to be car- 
ried on with that intention ? If it is, hun- 
dreds of thousands who are nmv for it will be 
its most bitter opponents. No sensible man 
can doubt that to set froo the four millions of 
Southern negroes would he the most awful 
calamity that ever happened the nation. It 
is indicative of the short-sighted folly and 
stupidity of Mr. Lincoln that he should use 
such an expression in his message. It will 
have a bad effect North and South, and will 
be exceedingly injurious to the public interest. 
There was no necessity for his lugging in an 
expression savoring of negro emancipation 
and negro equality. 

The following from the Chicago Times, is its 
commentary on the very same extract from 
Lincoln's message: 

In so far as this language condemns the ig- 
noring of the people by the Southern Confed- 
eracy, we cprdially indorse it as just, but what 
is meant by lifting “artificial weights " from 
off the shoulders of men ? Whose shoulders? 
Negroes, or white men? If the latter, we 
say amen, for ours is a government of white 
men. If the former, we protest against it, 
because such is not the object of the govern- 
ment. The President ahys u all men . ” This, 
of course, includes blacks as well as whites. 
If they are thus comprehended in that same 
design by government, it becomes a very cu- 
rious question what is meant by “artificial 
weights.” Is slavery one of them? Is the

House of Representatives, 1 
May Session, A. D. 1861. J 

“Whereas, One third of the sovereign 
States heretofore composing the UnitedStates 
have withdrawn from the Union, and the ef- 
fort to compel their return nnd to enforce, 
within their limit, the laws of the United 
States, have assumed the proportions of a civil 
war of vast magnitude, threatening the peo- 
ple of the country not only with the burdens 
of enormous taxes and public debt, but tho 
destruction of thousands of men in deadly 
combat ; therefore, 

“Resolved, That while wo are in favor of 
maintaining the Constitution of tho United 
States in the true spirit of its founders, and 
of upholding the government organized in 
consonance therewith, we believe it to be the 
duty of Congress, now to soon assemble, to 
ndopt tho resolutions known ns the ‘Critten- 
den Compromise,' or some other plan of ad- 
justment of similar design, for a fair and honor- 
able termination of the troubles. And in any 
event, we solemnly protest against any inter- 
ference, by any warlike movement, with the 
institution of slavery where it is recognized 
by the Constitution of the United States, or 
for the purpose of disparaging the equality of 
the several States as united by the Federal 
Constitution.” 

In support of this resolution, Mr. Seymour 
made a speech in which he declared that the 
South could not be conquered. This move- 
ment indicates the beginning of reaction in 
the Northern mind; but the madness of the i 
ruling party there is not yet cured. The res- 
olution was rejected by a vote of 173 nays to j 
18 nays.

AVe learn from a gentlemen who arrived 
from St. Louis last night on the cars, that 
in the fight at Carthage, Mo., 1, 700 Federal 
troops were killed and wounded, and 2,700 
taken prisoners.

COMFLETE DEFEAT OF THE FEDERAL FORCES 
IN THE SOUTHWEST. 

A telegraphic dispatch, received in this city 
last night, from a gentleman (understood to 
to be Nathaniel Holden, every way reliable) 
6ays that the fight in tho Southwest com- 
menced on Friday morning at 10 o clock, be- 
tween the State troops and the Federals, un- 
der Seigel und others, at about twelve miles 
beyond Carthage, resulted in the Fedoral 
troops heing completely routed, with great 
slaughter, and were pursued for fourteen 
miles to two miles below Carthage, when night 
put an end to the slaughter. The Federal 
troops were taken prisoners, and all their 
arms and cquippage captured. 

AYe further learn by a letter from Gen. Par- 
sons, said to have been received in Jefferson 
City, that he, Gen. Parsons, after the pursuit, 
surrounded Seigel s forces and demanded a 
surrender. Col. Seigel stipulated that as a 
condition his men should be permitted to 
march out without theirarins. Gen. Parsons, 
however, insisted oil an unconditional sur- 
render, which was ultimately complied with, 
and Seigel and his entire force are in the 
bands of the State forces. Among tho killed 
wore Colonels B. Gratz Brown, Saloman 
Kallman, and AVolff.

The oth er bill which passed authorizes the 
President to cause duties to be paid at any 
ports of delivery, and establish Custom-houses 
on land or sea for the collection of duties, and 
employ the army and navy if deomed neces- 
sary, and if duties cannot be collected to close 
the ports.

The Attitudo of the Democratic Party. 

Times always vindicates the wisdom of the 
policy of the Democratic party and of its ad- 
ministration. It has done so in connection 
with recent events, with more than usual em- 
phasis. For years and years it warned the 
country that this eternal agitation of the sla- 
very question, if not slopped, would bring 
the greatest calamities upon us; that it would 
lead to a divided Union and civil war between 
the sections; to national and individual bank- 
ruptcy ; to personal and political ruin. It 
plead with its political opponents North, with 
the mad fanatics of the South, to forbear, to 
stay their hands, to stop what they called their

We would like to have seen the Dem- 
ocratic predictions proven false — we had a 
million times rather that they have had the 
name of false prophets, than to have seen our 
country in its present lamentable condition. 

But all the worst fears of the Democrats, all 
their worstpredictions, have been more than 
realized. Look at the condition of the coun- 
try — look at its present — survey its future. 

For all the evils, present and prospective, the 
Democratic party is guiltless, as it lifted up its 
voice and warned the people of them. Ilad 
the Democratic policy not been departed from, 
had its wise counsels been listened to, we 
should have been to-dav a happy and united 
people, and prosperity would have smiled 
upon the land.

Outrages and their Causes. 

Tho New York Daily Times of the 3d in- 
stant contains a letter from Mr. Raymond, its 
editor, dated at Fortress Monroe, June 30, 
from which we make thciinnexed extract: 

"They have entered private houses which 
had been deserted and shut up by their own- 
ers, and in sheer wanton ness destroyed tho 
furniture which they contained. I have 
heard of elegant pianos broken in pieces, 
chairs and sofas cut, pictures defaced, mirrors 
broken, and other outrages perpetrated, more 
worty of savages than of soldiers drawn from 
the ranks of civil life. Col. Allen's burning 
of the wheat, out und stacked in the field, be- 
cause he believed it belonged to a Secession- 
ist (a widow lady,) is an instance of the reck- 
less disregard of all rights, and of ordinary 
decency, which is said to be habitual with 
him. 

"In this connection I desire to raise the 
question as to the propriety of all the house 
burnings and other destruction of property 
which seems to have the sanction of our au- 
thorities. On the way to Bethel, at the time 
of this disastrous and discreditable affair at 
that place some time since, Col. Duryea's 
Regiment, while passing a large and elegant 
house, was tired upon by one or two shots, 
believed to come from the house. An officer 
and one or two men immediately went in and 
set the house on fire. It was entirely con- 
sumed, together with its elegant furniture, 
carpets, pianos, an excellent law library, and 
all Its other contents, worth in the aggregate, 
as the officer himself assured me, not less than 
$‘25,000. I learn that. the owner, a lawyer 
named Whiting, and another gentleman who 
was with him in the house at the time, denied 
having tired upon the troops. Both were 
brought into tho fortress, and afterward re- 
leased by Gen. Butler, on the representations 
of Col. Segur. I confess I do not see the pro- 
priety of burning the house. Why, more- 
over,' was it necessary to order Little Bethel 
to be burned; and the church to be set on fire 
if it was of wood, and to be blown up if of 
brick? These things savor more of barbarous 
times than those in which wo live.”

XXXVIITH CONGRESS -Called Session. 

AVasihxgtox, July 10. 

Senate — Mr. Sunderland was elected 
Chaplain for tho present session. 

Mr. Clark offered a resolution expelling the 
seceded Senators. Laid over. 

The Senate resolutions to approve of cer- 
tain acts of the President were taken up. 

Mr. Powell wished the matter laid over, he 
wishing to offer some remarks. 

Mr. Fessenden said it could not be expected 
that business would be done in the usual -day 
or put off to give time for speeches. 

Mr. King offered an amendment “that, in 
six months after re-establishment of the au- 
thority of the United States, the stunding 
artnv be reduced to the footing of the act 
of July, 1800.” 

Mr. Latham said that, as a member of the 
Military Committee, ho wished to explain. 
He hud not agreed to all the provisions of the 
bill. He saw no reasons for the increase of the 
regular army and the suspension of the writ 
of habeas corpys, though he was willing to in- 
dorse the acts of the President. 

Mr. King said he was willing to sustain all 
the acts of the President and vote for any 
amount of men and money till only ono flag 
floated over the country. 

Air. Lane, of Indiana, contended that the 
army needed to be increased, and believed co- 
ercion the only means of sustaining the Gov- 
ernment. He would sanction no peace until 
the death of all armed traitors who lead tho 
rebellion, not simply by the steel of soldiers, 
but by a felon's death by the halter. 

Mr. Kennedy said he was still more oppos- 
ed to coercion now than before. They might 
fight for twenty years and not reconstruct the 
Union. He saw no reason for the suspension 
of the writ of habeas corpus. 

Mr. AVilson said that the organization of 
tho band of traitors at Baltimore, who mur 



Mr. Bayard saw no reason for any thing 
more than declaring their seats vacant. 

Mr. Latham said he should not vote for the 
expulsion. He should vote that the names of 
the Senators be stricken from the roll and 
their seats be declared vacant.

Air. Polk resumed his remarks. lie said 
Missouri had obstructed no law whatever of 
with United States, yet that State, under no 
pretext of law, had been invaded by United 
Slates troops from Iowa and Kansas. 

Air. Polk argued that the President had no 
right to invade the State or give the power to 
proclaim martial law to a mere captain. He 
referred to Captain Lyon's act as illegal and 
unconstitutional. 

Air AVude moved to refer the resolution to 
the Judciary. 

Air. Powell took the same ground as Air. 
Polk, and said the President had no right to 
declare a blockade against any of the States, 
and had no right to suspend the writ of habe- 
as corpus.

Matters in Missouri— The People biding their 

Time— A Standing Army cannot always keop 

the People in subjection. 

The following is an extract from a private 
letter written by an eminent and excellent 
Minister of Christ, a distinguished * author, ; 
well known to thousands throughout the 
country, to his friend in this city : 

War has been inaugurated in Missouri. 
Several collisions have taken place between 
Federal and State troops. The accounts that 
have gone forth are all exaggerations. The 
conflict at Boonville has been greatly misrep- 
resented. I do not believe from all that 1 can 
learn — and I have pretty good means of 
knowing — there were more than three of the 
State troops killed and some seven or eight 
wounded, while there were not less than six- 
ty killed and thirty or forty wounded on the 
part of the Federal forces. 

A more suicidal policy could not he adopted 
towards our State than has been pursued by 
the General Government. It seems to me i 
that if it had been the fixed purpose of Lin- j 
coin and his Cabinet to drive Alissouri from ! 
the Union, they could not have pursued a 
more effectual course to accomplish it Aly 
fixed convictiou is, Alissouri is simply “bid- 
ing her time.” She is now pressed down by ! 
the invading hosts of the Government; but I 
she is like an clastic spring, which, when the 
weight is removed, will rise again. And 
how long can the Government keep its 
; weights upon her? Not forever! I am pro- 
foundly astonished that it docs not occur to 
Mr. Lincoln that he can not always keep a 
standing army to watch the movements of 
one million of free men .' AVhv does he not 
conciliate? If the proper course had been 
pursued towards Alissouri, the Union feeling 
would have been strengthened and the State 
saved ; but as it is, no one can tell what will 
be the issue. 

No man can utter a word here now, preju- 
dicial to the Lincoln Government, without 
laving himself liable to arrest. The conduct 
of every man is under the strictest surveil- 
lance. Every man is seemingly watching 
every other man whom he does not absolute- 
ly know. And every stranger you see you 
watch as a s/>y. Ah, mv brother, this state of 
things is withering to everything that is good. 

Systematic Lying. 

No man can Tead the dispatches of the Ab- 
olition Generals, the papers of tile Abolition 
Cabinet, or the telegrams sent out by each and 
all of them, without being convinced that a 
plan of systematic lying has been determined 
upon whereby to keep the people in ignorance 
of the real facts transpiring in the country. 
Not a siugle statement has yet been made as 
the several rencontres between the Abolition- 
ists and the Confederate troops that has not 
utterly falsified the facts. Every statement 
has been of the character of that of Gen. Pat- 
terson— ‘that “ we have routed and drove the 
rebels before us, and taken possession of their 
camp” — when the truth is. these boastful Gen- 
erals have been beaten at every point, and 
havo not dared to advance out of sight of 
their batteries into Virginia.

What I claim as my invention is, the contrivance 
of keeping accounts current, of whatever kind, de- 
scription, or variety, in printed form, by keeping the 
statements of the several accounts standirg in prin- 
ters’ type, or their equivalents, the type being so ar- 
ranged in form as to admit of being readily and 
quickly re-adjusted in any particular part, where an 
account may nave undergone a change, by the lapse 
or time or tho current of business transactions; so 
that, when readjusted in all such parts up to any giv- 
en date, an impression then taken from the type snail 
exhibit, in printed form, the true state of all the ac- 
counts so kept, accurately representing all tlie bal- 
ances or conclusions, in accordance with the end or 
ends contemplated in keeping the record; rendering 
it, in commercial business, a balance sheet of the 
most compact and perfect character, the details of 
management being substantially as recited in speci- 
fication, wherein it is shown, that the fnet or facts to 
be recorded, may be represented by figures, symbols, 
dates, or numbers, used either separately or in com- 
bination, or by whatever else will indicate the factor 
facts as desired; and furthermore, based on this pri- 
mary invention. I also claim thedeviceor contrivance 
of rendering or transmitting accounts in partial or

"Whereas, numerous applications have been 
made to me from many good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, praying me to issue a procla- 
mation forbidding the inarch of anv forces of 
this or any other State or States over our soil, 
make an apprehended attack upon the 
Federal forces at Cairo, in Illinois, or to di&- 
turb any otherwise the peaceful attitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between the United States 
and the Confederate States. And whereas,

forbidding the occupation of nny post or place, 
or the march over our sacred soil by any 
force of the United States for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully evident, by 
every indication of public sentiment, that it 
is the determined purpose of the good people 
of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
firmness, the tixed position of self-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag- 
gression towards any other State or States, 
forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections, but sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid 
and lamentable strife, for the existense of 
which Kentucky, neither by thought, word, 
nor act, is in any wise responsible. And 
whereas, the policy thus recommended by so 
many of my fellow-citizens of all political 
leanings, is, in my judgment, wise, peaceful, 
safe, and honorable, and the most likely to 
preserve peace and amity between the neigh- 
boring bordering States on both shores of the 
Ohio -river, and protect Kentucky, generally, 
from the ravages of a deplorable war. And 
whereas, the arms distributed to the “Stats 
Guard,’’ composed as it is of gentlemen 
equally conscientious and honest, who enter- 
tain the opinions of both parties, are not to 
be used ar/aixst the Federal Government nor the 
Confederate States, but to resist and prevent 
encroachments upon her soil, her rights, her 
honor, at/d her sovereignty bv either of the 
belligerent-parties, and to preserve the peace, 
safety, prosperity, and happiness and strict 
neutrality of hep pooptc, in the hope she may 
soon have an opportunity to become a suc- 
cessful mediator between them; and in order 
to remove the unfounded distrust and suspi- 
cion.- of purposes to force Kentucky out of the 
Union, at the point of the bayonet — which muy j 
have been strongly and wickedly engendered 
in the public mind in regard to my own posi- J 
tion and that of the “State Guard,” 

Now, therefore, I, BERIAII MAGOFFIN, j 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Conimnnder-in-Chief of all her 
military forces, on land or water, have issued 
this riiy proclamation , hereby notifying and 
warning all other States, whether separate or I 
united, and especially the “Unitea States” 
and the “Confederate States,” that I solemnly 
forbid any movement upon the soil of Ken- 
tucky or the occupation of any port, post, or 
place whatever within the lawful boundary 
and jurisdiction of this State, by any of the 
forces under the orders of the States afore- 
said, for any purpose whatever, until author- 
ized by invitation or permission of the Leg- 
islative nnd Executive authorities of this 
State previously granted. 1 also hereby especi- 
ally and solemnly forbid all good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, whether incorporated in the 
“State Guard” or otherwise, making any war- 
like or hostile demonstrations whatvveragainst 
any of the authorities aforesaid, earnestly re- 
questing all citizens, civil and military, to be 
obedient hereto: to be obedient to the laws 
and lawful orders of hoth the civil and mili- 
tary authorities; to remain when oft’ military 
duty quietly and peaceably at their homes, 
pursuing their wonted lawful avocations; to re- 
frain all words and acts likely to engender 
hot blood; and provoke collision; to pursue 
such a line of wise conduct as will promote 
peace and tranquility, and a sense of safety 
and security, and thus keep far away from our 
beloved land and people the deplorable ca- 
lamities of invasion; but at the same time earn- 
estly counseling my fellow-citizens of Ken- 
tucky to make prompt and efficient prepara- 
tions to assume the armor and attitude pre- 
scribed by the paramount and supreme law 
of self-defense— nnd strictly of self-defense 
alone; praying Almighty God to have us ever- 
more in his holy keeping, and to preserve 
us in peace, prosperity, and security for- 
ever.
